The Sf. Lawrence, beloiv Quebec. 


Those who have not seen this part 


of this greatest of the navigable rivers 
in the world, can form but a very im- 
perfect idea of its grandeur, and the 
magnificence of its scenery. 
Above 


the Island of Orleans, the St. Lawrence 
is comparatively confined to a narrow 
channel passing through a level coun- 
try, offering much sameness on the 
south shore, with the mountains on the 
north, too distant to produce much ef- 
fect. 
The views on the great Lakes of 


the St. Lawrence in the Upper Pro- 
vince, stretching out of sight of land, 
differ little from those on any extended 
sea coast studded with islands, and bor- 
dered with towns and habitations. 


The St. Lawrence below the island 


of Orleans, from many points on its 
northern banks, lays open to the view a 
hundred miles of a river varying from 
20 to 25 miles in width, the whole 
course and coast of which, in this clear 
atmosphere, can be distinctly discern- 
ed. 
Beautiful islands covered with 


neat dwellings and cultivated fieldb, 
contrast with those that are of bare 
rock, or covered with wood ; the crowd- 
ed settlements, the villages and distant 
highlands, on the south shore, are op- 
posed to the bold and lofty mountains 
of the north, crowned with native for- 
est, and impending over the margin of 
the river; while the valleys formed by 
the streams and torrents of those moun- 
tain regions, leave openings in which 
the village spires are discernible in front 
of the bare, rugged, and stupendous 
ranges in the interior. 
In other places, 


the settlements extend nearly to the 
tops of the mountains, presenting to 
the view neat dwellings, luxuriant har- 
vests, and green fields, etched out of the 
face of the wildest of nature's domains 
Along the main channel of the river, 
numbers of the thousand vessels which 
frequent Quebec during the season of 
navigation, are continually passing up 
or down under crowded sails, or quiet- 
ly anchored, waiting the tides or winds, 
and from behind every cape and pro- 
montory, among the islands, and in eve- 
ry bay and creek, the smaller vessels 
and boats are constantly plying in the 
industrious pursuits of the inhabitants, 
or on excursions of social intercourse. 
It is a scene which elevates the mind to 
devout contemplation, and a just ap- 
preciation of the benefits of peaceful in- ' 
dustry. 


The inhabitants of this part of the 


St. Lawrence may now amount to a- 
bout a hundred thousand souls. They 
owe almost every thing lo their own ef- 
forts. which, indeed, is the only sure 
dependence. With the progress which 
education is now making amongst them, 
and under our piesent form of govern- 
ment, it is impossible but that a spiri- 
ted, vigorous, and moral population, 
should proceed onwards in the march 
of prosperity, and force every obstacle 
or impediment, to withdraw or be over- 
come. 


Every year must render this 7iatural- 


ly grand and unparalleled enirance to 
the inhabitants of the St. Laurence, 
more worthy of the vast, fertile and 
populous region which borders its up- 
per waters, and more suitable for the

we read that while (in the heartless 
cant of the Message) "humanity weeps 
over the fate of the Aborigines,'' yet, 
the consummation of the government 
policy of removing the Indians from 
the limits of the states, is what "the 
states have a right to demand. It was 
substantially a part of the compact 
which made them members of our con- 
federacy—with Georgia then: is an ex- 
press contract." This additional bold- 
ness of language may be owing to the 
unflinching 1 and inveterate fierceness 
with which Georgia has, during the re- 
cess, advanced in her plans of cupidity ; 
or it may be another exhibition of Mr. 
Van Buren's peculiar policy, who nev- 
er fully indicates his designs at first, and 
who (as Fontenelie expresses it,) if he 
have his hand full of truth, will open 
only a linger at a time. 


The Indian question, besides its in- 


trinsic interest, is becoming, through 
the adciitioiial circumstances which al- 
most daily thicken round it, important 
to us in a new point of view. 
It is not 


only now, whether national faith shall 
be broken—whether immemorable u- 
sage—liritish engagements anterior to 
our Independence—treaties during the 
revolutionary war; and at least twelve 
distinct treaties made since the adop- 
tion of our constitution, supported by- 
corroborative laws, shall be infringed 
and violated; nor, whether a single un- 
principled state shall pursue its cruel 
avarice and nullify the laws; but also, 
whether Gen. Jackson has the right of 
his own will and pleasure, to abrogate 
a treaty, and repeal a law. 
If written 


constitutions are worth more than old 
Almanacks ; if the French, in their late 
revolution, were wise in shedding their 
blood for a charter ; this ought to be a 
question of some moment to American 
freemen. 
Now, to give one remarka- 


ble fact. 
On the 30th March, 1802, a 


law of Congress was passed regulating 
intercourse with the Indians, enacting 
among other things ;"lhat it should be 
unlawful for any citizen to enter upon 
any Indian territory—to make any set- 
tlement upon their lands; or suivey or 
attempt to survey the same."—-and pro- 
viding in various other respects for the 
preservation and integrity of their boun- 
daries ; and directed the executive lo 
use a force to carry into effect its pro- 
visions 
This law is still in force. 
In 


the very teeth of this statute, General 
Jackson has withdrawn the U. States 
troops, with the avowed view of allow- 
ing Georgia to enter on the lands and 
make surveys, and in short do as she 
pleases: and in his messages, he de- 
clares all laws impairing what he terms 
il>e.sK.te powers over the Indians to be 
unconstitutional. 
Unconstitutional in- 


deed '. What right has he to pronounce 
them so? 
A la\v of Congress once pas- 


sed, the President—that is, if we live, 
as we are beginning lo doubt, under a 
limited and free government—has no 
more right to pronounce it unconst'uu- 
tional, than has a Deputy SherirT — 
Constable Hays might as well refuse to 
execute the Recorder's bench warrant 
auainst a pick pocket, because it was 
unconstitutional.

young- men may possess at home a 
rood of ground, but Gen. Jackson, as 
yet, cannot take it from him. 
It is his 


own. 
His house may be the poorest 


cottage, open to every breath of win- 
ter; but (in the fine language of Era- 
kine) "though every wind of heaven 
may enter it, a King cannot ! a King 
dare, not .'" To such a man, going forth, 
free to remain or depart, with the world 
wide before him, where to choose his 
place of rest, and Providence his guide, 
is he like the hopeless Cherokee, implo- 
ring in vain to be allowed to die on his 
own land, and driven to wilds, which 
can scarce support the beasts of prey ! 
What mockery is this ! 


To what pass arc we coming ? Are 


chaos and old night returning ? 
Are 


we doomed to see law, justice, common 
sense and common honesty, torn down 
and mangled by barbarian hands ? — 
We confess that at times we feel des- 
ponding over our country ; and we 
ought to feel so, on anticipating the In- 
dian's destruction, if we recognize a 
retributive Providence, or believe the 
lessons of history. 
It was such an act, 


the expulsion of the Moors by Philip , 
2d, which gives date to the decay of the 
once mighty monarchy of Spain. 
It 


was by such acts, that the Sun of Span- 
ish glory in the western world set in 
clouds and blood. 


The delegation in Congress from 


this State, voted unanimously against 
the resolutions which have this session 
been offered for reducing the duties oa 
imported Sugar, and Iron, Woollen and 
other articles of foreign manufacture.
